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CORRIGENDA AND ADDENDA TO INSCRIPTIONS 
FROM THE CYRENAICA 



(A.J.A. XVII, 1913, pp. 157-200) 

Pp. 161, 162. Instead of " 0eg is probably a mistake for 
ffeirj," read " dey is for defy, ei being weakened to e ; cf . Schwyzer- 
Meisterhans, Gram. d. att. Ins., p. 44, 15." 

P. 161. When I wrote that r/keKarTf is a mistake for rfXaKarr), 
I meant to say that the latter is the regular form. It is a case 
of phonetic weakening from a to e after \, or of vowel dissimila- 
tion, as I have said, p. 171. The same form occurs in Dieterich, 
Unterswchungen, p. 9 (cf. Mayser, op cit. p. 58, 1). 

P. 162, No. 11, 1. 10. Trjf is perhaps not used for rod, but 
rather, as Professor Schwyzer writes me, may be correct, and 
contrasted with irocrioi in the next line. eKeCvrji, then, would 
be an awkward repetition of rij? /iev. 

P. 166, No. 23. NevoW? is not a new name, but the same 
as Neo<r<rt9 (cf. Neorri? in Pape, s.v., and veoaa<k). 

P. 168, 1. 6. Mvpraxriof is the correct Cyrenaic form, the a> 
appearing in this word also in Ap. Rhod. II, 505. For Miifi- 
Towa read MvpT&aaa, and to references to Malten, Kyrene, 
pp. 205 ff., add pp. 56 ff. 

P. 170, No. 35, 1. 6. Read ir&v for irav, and in 11. 9, 10 
Professor Freiherr Hiller von Gaertringen has suggested to 
me that we read XiaOiov (= Xoiadiov) for Svadiov. The use 
of v for ot occurs on p. 196, and is very common (cf. refs. 
there). But A certainly occurs on the stone. It is, however, 
probably a mistake for X, since Xoicrdiov makes better sense. 
A stonecutter who could write -n-alBei yevd/iav for walSaf eyei- 
vdfitjv could easily carve A for A. 

P. 171. Perhaps 7raiSe? is not a mistake for TralSas, but the 
well-known use of the nominative for the accusative ; and 
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Svadiov, if correct, may be the regular Doric form (cf. #w, 
#tWo?, etc.). 

P. 177, No. 45, for such names as Antonianus, cf. Thieling, 
Der Hellenismus in Kleinafrika, pp. 79 f., p. 146. 

P. 178, No. 48. Read KvpfiaaicK for KvpySacrta?, as in text 
above. 

P. 179, No. 50. Read 'ApiaroreXe^. 

P. 185. Professor Joseph Keil kindly writes that I should 
have transliterated No. 77. It reads : 

o]uk Vl i v[. v Ka ' f]yw(o)/«/v 
X<u/j]ere [ir]ap(o)8iTai 

Cf. O.I.Q. 6265, 6745, etc. The thought often occurs in 
Latin, non fui, non sum, non euro. 

P. 189, No. 104, 11. 1, 2. Hiller von Gaertringen points 
out that I should have restored Oeofiaxodvrtov (a word which 
Theophanes uses of the iconoclastic emperors of Byzantium) 
rather than deoaefiovvTcov. In 1. 3 read igdXiyjrov for igaXiyfrov, 
and yevea for 7ei'ea. For Jews in Africa, cf. Bouchier, Life 
and Letters in Roman Africa, pp. 92 ff. 

P. 197. To references for ovBeh addvarof add Littmann, 
Magie, Stuart, Qr. and Lat.
